Washington, May 30.—Interest In 
the Philippine debate fs Increasing as 
the discussion draws to a close. Tha 
seaate gab‘Tie* were thronged with 
auditors, and ihe attendance on the 
floor was larger than ft has been for 
some time. Inducing many members 
if the house of representatives, Mr. 
Loif* f Masad, In charge of the bill 
offered on behalf of the committee 
several amendments to the measure, 
the most Important being one extend­ 
ing to the Philippines the provision of 
the bill of right* of the Constitution 
of the United States, excepting only 
the right to bear anus and the right 
to a trial by jury. All the amendments 
were agreed to. 
Mr Morgan <Ala.) delivered an ex­ 
tended speech In which he supported. 
In tho main, the bill as presented by 
the '.urn m It tee. fie said It looked to­ 
ws* d peace and toward a Just, and 
pw tful governnogg of the Islands, 
Home changes were necessary. In his 
opinion, but these he thought would 
lw* made, lie declared that there nev­ 
er had been a pretense of organized 
Filipino government In the blanda, and 
said that If Dewey had reeognlsed 
Aguinaldo s claims he would have giv­ 
en aid and comfort to the declared 
enemies of the United States.

The right of nul­ 
lification by the states of the laws 
or acts off the general, govern men t, 
and even the right of each state to 
withdraw at pleasure from the union, 
were maintained. This doctrine, so 
fatal to the perpetuity of the nation, 
was not the product of any section at

their cheerful and willing response 
to her call, forming as they did a 
wave of patriotism that rushed down 
frotn 
northern 
hills 
and 
swept 
through southern valleys and over 
southern plains, filling the hearts of 
the would-be conquerors with terror 
and dismay . 


In the heart of those who fought 
in defense of the union love of their 
country and the welfare of the nation 
were dearer than home and friends. 
Thty were true to their country. 
They laid down their lives for it, 
and the sacrifice that brought im­ 
mortality to them; the 
martyr's 
gave immortality to the cause for 
which they died. 
America s soil was 
crimson with their blood and they 
made our nation what it is today, a 
united one.

Bill Increasing the Subsidiary Silver 
Coinage Adopted. 
Washington, May 
30.—The house 
passed the hill to increase the subsid­ 
iary silver coinage. 
The Democrats 
directed their light chiefly against t ie 
provision to recoin the standard sli­ 
ver dollars into subsidiary coin as 
public necessity might require. A* half 
dors» roll calls were forced. Some of 
the New York Democrats voted: for the 
previous question, but voted with their 
colleagues on a motion to recommit 
with Instructions to strike out the pro­ 
vision relative to the recotnage of 
silver dollars. * 
The conference reports on the omni­ 
bus public building and fortifications 
appropriation bills were adopted and 
the house adjourned until Monday. 
The text of the subsidiary coinage 
hill Is as follows; “That the secretary 
of the treasury is hereby authorised 
to coin the sliver bullion in the treas­ 
ury' purchased under the act of July 
14, 1890. Into such denominations of 
subsidiary silver coin as he may deem 
necessary to meet 
public 
require­ 
ments. and thereafter, as public neces­ 
sities may demand, to recoin silver 
dollars Into subsidiary coin, and so 
much of any act as fixes a limit to the 
aggregate ol subsidiary silver coin 
•utstanding and so much of any act as 
illrerts the coinage of any portion of 
tne bullion purchased under the act 
of July 14. 1890. Into standard silver 
dollars Is hereby repealed.”
